FOR TROOPS. 


A s t i r f u l lf il Am m u? 0 *?t**r* of *t*» « n

New York, July 18.—The chartering 
of tran-nnrt* to convey troops to China 
is caning much stir in shipping circles. 
Private t able advices state that 18 Ger­ 
men steamships now operating in the 
Atlantic trade have lieen requisitioned 
as war transport * and supply ships by 
the German empire. 
News is also re­ 
ceived in shipping circles that the United | 
Htafes gov ■rnment Is actively in the 
market chartering steamers of all nation- j 
titties on the Pacific, to not as transport* ! 
and supply sk ip for this country iii con- 
neetio i with the Chinese outbreak. 
Iuqti ry at the ofilces of the British , 
j Hafted to discover that any of their j 
tonnage had been spoken for by the j 
British government, and agents did not 
exjMMit to lose any of their vessels. 
They j 
argued that any troop* to be called into j 
service by the British, additional to j 
those already in service in the African 
war, would have to bo obtained front 
India, or some other dependence, and 
such a state of affairs could hardly be 
expected to called into service steam­ 
ship* of the Atlantic fleet. 
It was further argued that the fact. 
that the float* would have to go through 
the Suez canal 
would also militate 
against the government calling for the 
large class of steamship*. 
For this rea­ 
son, it was stated, there is little likeli­ 
hood of tourists who are now abroad 
having difficulty obtaining steamship 
accommodation when they wish to re­ 
turn. 
Twenty-two steamers have been taken 
from commercial channels. Theso steam­ 
ships represent a total of 106,000 tons 
gross and are, of course, but the begin­ 
ning of the movement.
